again we are told to “scason to taste 
with salt and pepper,” but how many 
of us carry out the Instructions? Yet 
taste is the only true guide to correct 
sensoning. 


If you have ever watched a really 
clever cook at work you will prob- 
nbdly have been surprised at the 
frequency with which he tastes his 
concoctions, savouring cach spoonful 
carefully on the tongue. Keep your 
tasting spoon by you in a bowl of hot 
wuter, and wipe It cach tlme before 
tasting the food. 


Salt is the basis of all flavouring; 
to over-salt.is a disaster, so add a 
little at a time and taste until you 
have got the right favour, Use 
cooking salt for Navouring; table salt 
has other ingredients added and Is 
mot so strong ns cooking salt. Add 
salt to vegetables at the beginning 
of the cooking to meat when it is 
tilmost cooked, as the salt is apt to 
harden the meat, Salted meats, of 
course, require’ no salt added in 
cooking. 


Vary the Pepper 


White pepper Is the only pepper 
we find in most kitchens. It jis a 
good rule to use white pepper for 
white foods such as cream soups 
and sauces, chicken, or other white 
meat dishes. For other dishes, or 
for sprinkling on top of creamed 
soups or vegetables, try black pepper 
or cayennc—just a few grains will 
Jook well and give a new flavour.

I alwdys add a tea- 
spoonful of mustard to thu cheese 
when making Welsh rarcbit or 
macaroni cheese, When once you 
have tried this you'll think the same 
dishes very Insipld without the 
mustard. Potted meats and galan- 
‘tines ‘should also’ be seasoned with 
fmustard. 


Herbs and Spices 


Most women are afraid to use 
garlic, but a cut garlic rubbed round 
the salad bowl gives: just the right 
flavour of onion and makes the 
salad “different.” A little fincly 
chopped mint gives a subtle, aroma- 
tle flavour to a salad, while chives 
have a finvour more delicate than 
the carlest spring onlons. Bay 
leaves and mace give an Intriguing 
flavour when added to boiled meats 
and fish or to soups, 


Celery seeds deserve to be better 
known than‘they are for flavouring 
soups and stews when celery is out 
of season. Pepper-corna and mustard 
sceds should be used for seasoning 
clear soups, as they do not cloud the 
liquor ns ground pepper docs, and a 
few added to the water when boiling 
fish, allverside, or mutton will help 
to give tho Ile to the statement that 
there. Is no flavour in such boiled 
foods.. Nutmeg |s uscful for flavour~ 
ing soups and forcemeat as well as 
for sprinkling on puddings. Ground 
cinnamon is n delightful variation to 
nutmeg in milk puddings; try It with 
apple . pie, or -baked’. apples or 
sprinkled on junket or over Blon- 
manges. .~ i ae %

little things to worry about when 
cooking, but belicve me (Hey make 
all the difference ‘to your success ns 
n cook. So do exp¢riment and be a 
little adventurous in seasoning anu

“They did not betray secrets to the

He Insists, however, that they were 
in constant touch with German 
agents snd military officers, and 
were at pains not only to discuss 
conditions In Russia, but to criticise 
the policy of the Soviet Government. 

They (the Generals) ‘aro accused 
of having had a desire to wreck the 
Russlan alliances’ with bourgcols 
Governments and of hostility to- 
wards o line of action which finds 
expression in Russla’s membership 
of the League. 

They wanted Germany to be em- 
brolled in war with other ‘capltalist 
States and Russia to remaln outside

ORPHANS AT TAIPO 


TRAINING CHILDREN 
AS FARMERS 


Of speclal Interest to all Chincse 
and to Europeans who are interested 
in soclal welfare work, is the first 
manual report of the Talpo Rural 
Home and Orphanage now belng 
distributed. 


The worl. of thls new organisation 
fp the care of orphans and the train- 
ing. ns farmera of these youngsters 
who wlll one day become lenders of 
rural reconstruction. 


These extracts from the annual re- 
port by the Bishop of Hongkong and 
Mr. J, Bentley, Hon, ‘Sreasurer, 
forth the objects more fully. 


“Our alm ‘is hand-lewrning, not 
houk-learning. We would do our bit 
to stop the flooding of the town with 
boys whose chief qualification | for 
work Is that they can read and write. 
Our hand training ts not: industrial 
training, but rural training. Boys and 
girls alike are belng trnincd to go 
back Into the farm work of the coun- 
tryside--to become, in time, leaders 
in rural reconstruction,

The orphanage Is to be divided into 
family untts, who will do their own 
cooking, marketing, housework, and 
in the case of the girls, also the 
mothering of bables. 


Nearly all our children are orphans, 
or ut least fatherless, We are entire- 
ly responsible for thelr support, 
which, Including staff salaries, cte., 
comes to about $100 a year per child. 


The purchase of animals, felds, ete, 
also requires capital outlay. 


Projects In View 


“we need subscriptions up to about 
$5,000 a year—and further contribu- 
tions to a capital fund of $60,000 for 
buildings, flelds, date: The latter 
will enable us to reduce the mainten- 
ance cost of each child by enabling us

CHANGE OF TITLE 


FINANCIAL SECRETARY 
ASSUMES DUTIES 


Mr, Sydney Caine, who arrived 
here on Thursday — from “England, 
will be the Colony's first Financial 
Seeretary under the new system an- 
nounced some time ago. The old 
position of Colonial ‘Treasurer « 1s 
now taken by that of a Financial 
Secretary, whose powers and the 
scope of whose work will be consi- 
derably wider than was the case in 
days of Colonial Treasurers. 


Interviewed on Saturday in the 
Colonial Treasury, where he had al~ 
ready commenced work, Mr, Caine 
said that his uppointment to Hong- 
kong as Financial Seeretary had no 
special local significance but was, 
part of u general scheme, 
wready has a Secretary instead of 
a Treasurer, and as the position of 
the Colonial Treasurers in other 
colonies fall vacant they will not be 
re-filled but financial sceretaries 
will be appointed, 3 


"Y believe that my position here wilt 
be senior to that of former Colonial 
Treasurers," sald. Mr, Caine on 
Saturday, “but in the case of cach 
Colony local circumstances may al- 
ter the cuse slightly and 1 prefer not 
to comment on my position here as 
yet except to say that the change 
holds no special significance.” 


Mr. Caine declined to moke any 
comment on financial matters either 
us they effected China or Hongkong. 
“T like us much us I've seen of Hong- 
icone, but that’s aH E-can-say about 
the Colony or about China just now." 


As to whether the Hongkong dol- 
lar would remain stable or follow 
the Chinese dollar if that currency 
dropped jn value was a question 
many ‘people would like to know, 
sald Mr, Caine with a smile, It was 
one which he could not answer, 
however, 

“Y should also like to correct the 
report that I will visit Canton o8 
South China,” said Mr. Caine, “At 
the moment I have no intention of 
going to Canton to make observa~- 
tions or enquiries on financial 
matters.” 


Mr. Caine has had-a_ brilliant 
career in the Government service. 
He was born in 1902 and obtained a 
BSc. with first class honours In Eco- 
nomics. He took and passed the 
fests for the senior grade of the 
Clvil Service despite the fact that 
the intermedinte standard was all 
that was required of him. By com- 
petitive examination’ he won - the 
position of assistant. Inspector of 
Taxes in the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment, and in a similar manner won 
the position In 1928 assistant princi- 
pal at the Colonfal Office. He has 
visited the West Indies and British 
Guinea as Secretary of the West 
Indies Sugar Commission.

NUTRITION INQUIRY 


When the drafting committee 
of the Mixed ‘Committee on 
Nutrition met at Geneva recent- 
ly, Lord Astor, the Chairman, 
and the members had the satis- 
faction of knowing that the end 
of their labours was in sight. It 
is expected that a final report 
will be presented to the Ags- 
sembly of the League of Nations 
in September. Among all the 
useful technical activities of the 
League, none hag produced more 
satisfactory results in a remark- 
ably short space of time than 
the international inquiry into 
nutrition. Less than two years 
ago, the matter first came into 
the limelight. True, before that, 
the League's Health Organisa- 
tion had been studying those 
aspects of feeding which were 
connected with public, health. 
At the 1936 Assembly, however, 
Mr. Bruce, of Australia, made 
hig striking appeal for what he 


described as “enlightened scelf- 


interest” with regard to nutri- 
tion problems. The result was 
that the League decided to em- 
bark upon far more ambitious 
investigations than had hitherto 
been contemplated. Progress 
has been made at a rapid rate 
through close collaboration be- 
tween. the Health Organisation, 
the other technical bodies of the 
League, the International La- 
bour Office and the International 
Institute of Agriculture. In 
addition the Mixed Committee, 
consisting of experts in agricul- 
ture, economics” and public 
health, has been hard at work. 
Many. countries have been 
roused to an’ unusual pitch of 
enthusiasm and have been in- 
spired to carry out’ national 
studies of their own, which 
however fit: into the framework 
of the. international inquiry. 
Thus in Great Britain, the 
United States of America, Nor- 
way. and Poland, two types of 
surveys have been carried out 
with large and small groups of 
children.

BIAGLAL Une, of Hammersmith Hos- 
pital. 


SAVED MANY LIVES 

As a result of their joint experl- 
ments in using venom from the 
fangs of the Russell's Viper, a new 
trentment has been found for 
hacmophilla. 3 

It has the cffect of clotting 
blood rapidly. 

Onc experiment showed that 
where hacmophilian blood 
normally took 33 minutes to 
coagulate, a solution of tho 
venom made coagulation pos- 
sible in about 17 seconds. 

The treatment, it §s claimed, has 
saved the lives of many pcople 
suffcring from this discasc, known 
as the “curse of the Bourbons.” 

Venom in a dried form is now also 
widely used by dentists to stop 
bleeding after the extraction of 
teeth. . : 

Dr. ‘Barnett, has recently been 
directing his research on snake 
venom ‘as a cure for epilepsy. 

Using puff-adder venom, ho

Thot is why it is cssentinl to kecp 
cither fairly well behind the service 
ine or within about two yards of tho 
net.

MAY BE RARE DISEASE 


The suggestion that o disease 
hitherto unknown in thls country 
(tularaemia). may have been present 
In three recent cases In which 
patients suffered. from an unusual 
slow, wasting fever is mode in the 
Lancet. 


Dr. A. P. Thomson, honorary phy~ 
sician to the Birmingham General 
Hospltal—with Dr. G. Haswell Wil- 
son, Professor of Pathology at Rir- 
mingham University, and Dr. Stuart 
M'Donald, lecturer in Pathology at 
the University—describes the cases 
of three men who, while on holiday. 
together in Ircland, had done a good 
deal of rabbit-shooting, 


All three recovered after periods 
of illness varying in severity. 


“owe, publish the account of these 
cases,” the report states, “in the 
hope that it may direct attention to 
the possibility that obscure cases of 
illness In Britain, particularly 
in rural areas among those shooting 
or handling rabbits, or who have 
been In contact with diseased cats— 
may be the result of infection either 
by bact. tularense (the tularaemia 
germ) or by some organism of the 

rucella group.” 


The disease Is fairly well known in 
-America,. where in the 10 years to 
1934 5,426 cases were recognised. 
There was an epidemic in Austria 
last year, . 7 


The Lancet comments that while 
it seems unlikely that these were 
tularacmia cases, it was.diMicult, to 
make an alternative dingnoseis. 


The possibility of the disease 
reaching tho British Isles remained. 
It could be conveyed by such animals 
and water-voles.

Serlous mental ailments, particu- 
larly neurosis due to excessive 
powers of imugination, can now be 
cured or at least greatly alleviated 
by a skilful surgical operation of 
the brain, Dr. Dalter Freeman, of 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital, Washington, 
revenled at the annual convention of 
the American Medical Association 
held here recently. 


The operation is performed, -Dr. 
Freemiun explained, by Inserting an 
almost needle-like Instrument Into 
what, is called the “silent area” of 
the brain, located In the pre-frontal 
lobe. The Instrument, which has a 
wire loop at the end that can be 
expanded und rotated, is inserted 
three times on each side of the brain 
through small holes mnde in the 
skull, As it is turned, It severs a2 
small round piece of brain matter. 


In this way the connections be- 
tween one part of the brain and 
another are reduced suficlently so 
that the patient is relicved of what 
might be termed confusing ond at 
times confilcting mental messayes— 
the main cause of al! types of mental 
disarrangemenfs. 


However, Dr. Freeman said, there 
js no danger of injuring physical 
coordination, because none of the 
sensory or motor arens of the brain 
are afiected in‘this novel type of 
psychic surgery, 


Dr. Freeman has thus far obtained 
some striking results, Of 21 patients 
he has operated upon, only one died 
os a result of the operation. ~“An- 
other patients died four months 
after the operation, but from ‘causes 
that previously existed. 


A woman who had remained In 
bed for thirty years beenuse she 
feared ‘contamination “from other 
persons, was quickly cured of this 
monia. Other women, espewally 
those at the stage of the menopause, 
soon became calm and well poised 
in contrast to their previous state of 
constant irritability. 


His method of operating, Dr. Free- 
man said, has also proved highly 
useful In the case of persons suffer- 
{ng from schizophrenia, psychastenia, 
psychoncuroses, hysteria and manic 
depression. oe 


Animals operated on in this man-|’ 


ner showed a remarkable change in 
character, Dr. Freeman said. A 
macaque monkey, ordinarily an 
ageressive beast, became gentle and 
affectlunate. In the same way, it ts 
thought, there would be no difficulty 
in converting the wildest llon = or 
tIger into an lovable house pet.— 
Untted Press.

SEASONING 
MAKES THE 
DIFFERENCE 


SECRET OF GOOD 
COOKING — 


UITE often the only difference 

between. really good cook .and 
“a mediocre one ts just a matter of 
isensoning. Give two people — the 
same omain ingredients, one will 
produce a dish that will delight an 
epicure, the other just an ordinary 
uninteresting affalr. 


The average cook {1 very off-hand 
where flavourings are concerned, 
Yet a mastery of the art of seasoning 
can turn an ordinary cook Into a 
chef, A dash of this—-a drop of that 
—nnd the most everyday food takes 
on a new glamour. 


Seasoning is the one branch of 
cooking about which there Is no hard 
and fast rule, You can't scason “by 
the book," and at the same time, you 
can't just trust to luck. Agaln and 
again we are told to “scason to taste 
with salt and pepper,” but how many 
of us curry out the Instructions? Yet 
duste is the only true guide to correct 
seasoning, c 


If you have ever watched a really 
clever cook at work you will prob- 
ably “have been surprised at the 
frequency with which he {astes his 
concoctions, savouring cach spoonful 
carefully on the tongue, Keep your 
tasting spoon by you In a bowl] of hot 
water, and wipe it cach time before 
Yasting the food. 


Salt is the basis of all favouring; 
to over-solt is a disaster, so udd a 
little at a time ond taste until you 
the right flavour. Use 
cooking salt for flavouring; table salt 
has other ingredients udded and is 
mot so strong as cooking salt. Add 
salt to vexetables at the beginning 
of the cooking to meat when it is 
tulmost cooked, as the salt is apt to 
harden the ment, Salted meats, of 
course, require no salt added in 
cooking, 


Vary the Pepper 


White pepper is the only pepper 
we find in most kitchens. It is a 
good rule to use white pepper for 
white foods such os cream’ soups 
and sauces, chicken, or other white 
meat dishes, For other dishes, or 
for sprinkling on top of creamed 
soups or vegetables, try black pepper 
or cayenne—Just a few grains will 
Jook well and give a new flavour, 


If mustard were used more freely 
in the kitchen, especially during the 
cooking of meat, we should have far 
‘tastier meals, For mustard brings 
out the tndividual flavour of the 


dish, adds o zest of its own, and ]- 


makes the food more appetising and 
more digestible. In America, mustard 
is used almost as much ‘as salt and 
‘pepper In the cooking of meat. 


Before you put a joint Into the 
oven, take a Jttle dry mustard and 
rub It well Into and alt over the 
meat. This will mpke the meat 
much more tender, besides greatly 
(mproving Sts flavour. . 


When you fry bacon, a Mttle dry 
mustard’ sprinkled on the bottom of 
the frying pan will ‘bring out the 
flavour of the bacon in. a wonderful 
way. : 


The next time you grill a steak 


try making a few Rashes In the meat 
and spreading made mustard in the 
You will see then what I mean 
by cooking the mustard flavour Into 
the meat. : ‘ 


In making cheese dishes, too, a 
little mustard Js o very great im- 
provement. I alwaya add a_tea~ 
spoonful of mustard to the cheese 
when making Welsh rareblt or 
macaroni cheese. When once you 
have tried this you'll think the same 
dishes very insipid without the 
mustard, Potted meats and galan- 
dines should also be seasoned with 
fmustard, 


Herbs and Spices 


Most women are afraid to use 
garile, but a cut garlic rubbed round 
the salad bow! gives just the right 
flavour. of onion and makes the 
salad “different.” A litte fincly 
chopred mint glvea a subtle, aroma- 
tle finvour to a salad, while chives 
have a finvour more delicate than 
the carliest spring onions, Bay 
leaven ond mace give an intriguing 
flavour when nodded to boiled meats 
and fish or to soups. 


‘Celery secds deserve to be better 
known y non they, are for flavouring 
soups and stews when celery is out 
of schson. Pepper-corns and mustard 
seeds fiould: be used for. seasoning 
clenr soups, as they do not cloud the 
Mquor os ground pepper dors, and a 
few added to the water when bolling 
fish, sllverside, or mutton will help 
to givt the lic ta the statement that 
there is no flavour In such boiled 
foods. Nutmeg Is useful for flavour 
ing soups and forcement as well o8 
for aprinkling on puddings. Ground 
cinnamon ts a delightful variation to 
nutmeg In milk puddings; try it with 
apple pic, or baked apples, or 
sprinkled om junket or over blan- 
manges. :

He stated sapaatiy: that his film

“ “One of. my ambitions,” he sald, 
"4s still to play King Lear.” 
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THE News Chronicle was able last month to publish - 


Stalin’s own account of the execution of Tukhachev- 
sky and the seven other Gentrals at Moscow on-June 12. 

In order to allay the fears now entertained in France 
and elsewhere regarding the value of Russia as an ally, 
and to remove doubts concerning the striking force of the 
Red Army, the Russian dictator’ himself drew up this 


memorandum. 


He deals with the circumstances, remote and immediate, 
which resulted in the “treason” of the eight Generals and explains 
e—..| his own action in bringing them to trial. 


Stalin’s conclusion is . that 
the purge has _ inercased 
Russia’s value os an_ ally, 
strengthened the Soviet re- 
gime and Ieft the morale of 
the Red Army unshaken, 
According to Stalin’s memor- 

andum, Tukhachevsky and the 

others were not: charged with 

treason in any vulgar sense. 
WORLD REVOLUTION 

They did not betray secrets to the 
potential enemy for money nor, ap- 
parently, did they betray military 
secrets, properly so-called, at all. 

He insists, however, that they were 
in constant touch, with German 
ayents and military officers, and 
were at pains not only to discuss 
conditions in. Russia, but to criticise 
the policy of the Soviet Government. 

They (the Generals) aro accused 
of having had a desire to wreck the 
Russian alllances with bourgeols 
Governments and of hostility to- 
wards a Ine of action which finds 
expression in Russia’s membership 
of the League. 

-They wanted Germany to be em- 
broiled in war with other capitalist 
States and Russia to remain outside 
the conflict.

“THEREFORE I STRUCK” 

Stalin held that such a political 
conception would merely result in 
the downfnll of Sovict Russia, and 
that the men holding it were traitors. 
“Therefore I struci,” he says in his 
memorandum. 

Statin declarcs that Tukhnchevisky 
established contracts with the Ger- 
man Reichswehr at Rapallo, which, 
notwithstanding Hitler and his re- 
aime, continued almost to the eve of 
his execution. 

Concerning Yagoda,‘the chief of 
the G.P.U., he explains he was shot 
for betrayat of trust, having accepted 
bribes from speculators whom he 
should have arrested, 

The comparison mnade in some 
quarters abrond between the Moscow 
executions and the Nazl “purge” of 
June 30, 1934, seems to have touched 
the Russian dictator on the raw. 


_ HITLER'S “BLOOD BATH” 


“There [s no parallel,” he writes. 
“What took place in Germany was a 
sheer blood bath. Communists, 
Socialists, Roman Catholics, dissi- 
dent Nazis were shot down indis- 
criminately without trlal. 

“The Nazis never Ict the world 
know the facts of the slaughter. 
They said that only some 200 had 
been killed, whereas my information 
from Germany ot the time was that 
more than 2,000 were done to death. 

“We did not tolerate any such in- 
discriminate executions, The trials 
in Moscow some time back were held 
In public, and at the trial of the 
Generals, although it was necessary 
to hold it behind closed doors, Sovict 
legal procedure was rigorously fol- 
lowed, 

“The Judges were perfectly free, 
and they gave their judgment well 
aware that should my enemies gain 
power in Russia they would be 
among the first to be put against the 


wall," 
CONFESSIONS 


Stalin mentions the suspicion en- 
tertained in some ‘quarters of the 
spontaneity or fenuineness of the 
“confessions” of the cight Generals. 

He declares that this rendiness to 
confess cannot be understood by 
people who are ignorant of the work- 
ings of the Slav soul. 

“The Slav,” he says, “takes ns 
much. satisfaction -in. being-a martyr 
for an ideal as in helping it to tri- 
umph. ti

NUTRITION INQUIRY 


When the drafting committee 
of the Mixed Committee .on 
Nutrition met at Geneva recent- 
ly, Lord Astor, the Chairman, 


and the members had the satis- 
faction of knowing that the end 
of their labours was in sight, ‘It 
is expected that a final report 
will be presented to the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations 
in September. Among all the 
useful technical activities of the 
League, none hag produced more 
satisfactory results in a remark- 
ably short space of time than 
the international inquiry into 
nutrition. Less than two years 
ago, the matter first came into 
the limelight. True, before that, 
the League’s Health Organisa- 


tion had been studying those |: 


aspects of feeding which were 
connected with public health. 
At the 1935 Assembly, however, 
Mr. Bruce, of Australia, made 
his striking appeal for what he 
described as “enlightened self- 
interest” with regard to nutri- 
tion .problems, The result was 
that the League decided to em- 
bark upon far more ambitious 
investigations than had hitherto 
been contemplated. Progress 
hag been made at a rapid rate 
through close collaboration be- 
tween the Health’ Organisation, 
the othor technical bodies of the 
League, the International La- 
bour Office and the International 
Institute of Agriculture. In 
addition the Mixed Committee, 
consisting of experts in agricul- 
ture,, economics and public 
health, has. been hard at work. 
Many -countries have been 
roused to an unusual pitch of 
enthusiasm and have been in- 
spired to carry out national 


tgtudies of their own, which 


however fit into the framework 
of the international inquiry. 
Thus in Great Britain, the 
United States of America, Nor- 
way and Poland, two types of 
surveys have been carried out 
with large and small groups of 
children. Bélgium, France, Hol- 
land, Sweden, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Austria’ have undertaken 
examinations. of ‘a. similar kind.

In addition, 
the Midlands and the North 
were left unprotected. 

So the defence line had to be 
extended ond now stretches 
from the south-west of England 
along the eastern seaboard a8 
far north ag Scotland. Drawn 
ona map it assumes roughly 
the shape of the letter L back- 
wards, with London lying in the 
corner of the horizontal and 
vertical strokes,

PELLOON, BARRAGE, The 
balloon barrage or apron, which 
was used: during the war, to-day 
takes an important place in the 
plans for the alr defence of 
London. 

The main purpose of the 
balloon barrage now is, ‘apart 
from the possibility of wrecking 
enemy uireraft, to worry the 
ralding pilot and: to keep him 
from flying low. 

If enemy. bombers are kept 
at great heights: 

Accurate bombing of targets 
such as particular buildings is 
made virtually impossible; 

Machine gunning of streets 
and population is prevented; 

e task of the fighter 
squadrons ' in engaging the 
enemy and making combat {s 
made easicr. 


THE COUNTER OFFEN- 
SIVE. Only a few years ago 
the bombing acroplane would 
have taken twenty minutes to 
half an hour to arrive over 
‘London from the coast, 

The modern machine can fly 
the distance in 10 to 15 minutes, 
Speed hag reduced the time 
factor. Localised defences must 
give instant warning if effective 
mensures are to be taken in 
time. The whole defence line 
must. be ready for instant action.

London’s : other great dis- 
ability, emphasising, the im- 
portance of counter offence, is 
England’s weather conditions, 
If raiding aircraft are allowed 
to get over England, conditions 
of bad visibility are to the ad- 
vantage of the enemy. It would 
be extremely difficult, if not.im- 
possible, ‘to follow the link of 
approach of enemy aircraft fly- 
ae at great height above thick 
cloud. 


Offensive is the main arm of 


the air defence of the country. - 
The policy of the Air Ministry 
is to prevent attack at tho source 
and to carry any possible war 
into enemy territory. 

Under the RAF. expansion 
programme, the home defence 
force is to have 1,760 first-line 
machines by April, 1989. When 
the programme is finished there 
will be approximately 125 
squadrons, Precise figures are 
not available, but about two- 
thirds of the air strength will 
consist almost wholly of medium 
and heavy bombers for offensive 
attack. 

It is admitted that localised 
defences cannot guarantee im- 
munity from air attack, Air 
defence involves a three-dimen- 
sional problem as distinct from 
naval or military defence unless 
raiding bombers are stopped by 
our own attacks overseaa. 

The strategy of the High 
Command of the RAP. is to use 
bombing machines as counter 
offensive on strictly military 
targets, such 4s acrodromes, 
depots, aircraft and engine | 
factories, stecl and metal works 
and fuel storages so as to pre- 
vent the. operation of an enemy 
air force. ‘ 


Unless circumstances forced : - 
such reprisals, the bombing of . 
towns and their civilian popula-~ 
tion is considered to be of little 
value in an air war.. In time of 
war, I am informed, the R.A.F. 
would ‘only bomb towns on the, 
direct orders of the Government. ., 

Because of the great difficulty. . 
in dealing with enemy bombers‘ 
allowed to get over England it 
ia the firat essential of tho R.A.F.. 
to attack the enemy at.‘home 
with such force as to make Jt 
impossible to carry out effective . 
raids over England. x. : 

If raids.do occur, then the.

HE basis of all tennis Js. the 
ground stroke. It js the most 
important of all strokes. The 
volley is useful, but It is not essen- 
tial. You can get on without It, 

though you will never be a first-class player 

unless you can volley. 

But you will never be a player at all unless 
you enn look after the ground strokes. 

Ground strokes do not mean Just the hitting 
of the ball, elther on forchand or backhand. 
They mean also the correct timing of the balla, 
and the sense which develops ina player as 
practice continues, which tells her where to send 
the ball and where to expect the return, <All 
ground strokes should be taken as 
carly us possible.

As he was running away, a taxt- 
cab, bearlng Mr. G. F. Walker, passec 
The cnr was stopped ana the 
, on ascertaining the trouble, 
chased uceused, who was fleeing to- 
wards Hunghom. A cyclist joined 
in the chase.ond arrested accused near 
the railway bridyte. 


Accused, who admitted on previous 
conviction last year for larceny by 
servant, asked for Jeniency, snying he 
had to support his aged parents. 


OTHER CASES 


Pleading guilty to a charge of 
robbery by two or more, Cheung 
Keung, 30, unemployed, and Lee Pat, 
28, miner, were sentenced to one 
years’ bard labour each by Mr. Justice 
C. G, Alabaster at the Criminst 
Sessions this morning. 


Accused were alleged lo have 
robbed four women of $1.30, a clock 
and two sults of clothing, at an un- 
numbered hut in Wong Chuk Hang 
village, Aberdeen, on the night of 
May 8. 

Lee Pat was additionally charged 
with unlawful possession of a re- 
volver and five rounds of ammunition 
at Cheung Kwai Chung village, Tsun 
Wan, on June 14.

Appearing for the prosecution, Mr, 
M, J. Abbott sald that Chinese 
Revenue Officer Wong Sau 
‘was oan duty inside the platform 
grille of the Kowloon-Canton Ruil- 

Station on the evening in 
stion when his suspicions were 
aroused by the behaviour of accused, 
who had just disembarked from the 
train, In attempting to avoid him. 
He stopped and searched accused and 
around his waist he felt something 
like a steel jacket. 

In reply to a question by the 
ofiicer, accused snid- he was carrying 
Hongkong money, and when searched 
by Sergeant Kinnear at the Water 
Police Station, it was found he was 
wearing a jacket which had 32 poc- 
kets, 14 of which were filled with 
coins. In his feft socle 53 more coins 
were found. 

Accused was subsequently charged, 
and, in reply, he said he did not 
know the laws of Hongkong. 

Evidence was then given by the 
Revenue Officer, after which Sergeant 
J. G. Whitcroft, attached to the 
Treasury testified that the colour andj 
edyes of the coins found were 
different from the genuine ones. 
Detective-Sergeant A. Kinnear de- 
posed to have searched accused, and 
Mr. Chan Wal-man, Police inter- 
preter rend out the statement made 
by prisoner when formally charged. 

Accused made a statement in the 
witness-box. {In the course of which 
he said the coins were given to him 
in Canton by a friend, who told him 
it was not a criminal offence to 
bring them to the Colony. : 

Without retiring, the Jury found 
prisoner guilty, and din passing scene 
tence of two years’ hard labour, His 
Lordship said? “You are a scoundrel, 
preying upon the poor classes. You 
helped to put these bad ten-cent 
pieces into circulation, thereby 
causing some paupers to lose.”
